Two Quarts, and far better Liquors, Thofe plaguy Brewers, 
P—x on ’em, if th-ycan but boop their own Guts well, they 
care not if otbers leak. I vemember a Story, Sir, that when 
Sir Walter Rawleigh brought Tobacco fir ft into England, and 
was {moaking in bis Study, bis Man, who was fent for a Tan- 
hard of Stout, threw it all in bus Face, thinking by the Smoak, 
that bis Mafter’s Mouth was on Fire. 1 bave trac’d 
this Story as far as poffible, and 1 find that at that Time the 
Tobacco and the Stout were of one proportionable Value, which 
wis about a Penny, or Five Farthings, at molt;

Paulus Grebnerus, 
a high Pretender toa Spirit of Prophefy, fers it in the 
Year 1613. induc’d thereto by a tond Conceit of the 
Numeral Letters in the Latin Word Fudicium. Other 
Enthutiaftical Perions in ourown Countrey have plac’d 
tin the Years 1646.and 1656, The Evenc fhews how 
ungrounded and cironeoully, Others there are, whofe 
Term 1s not yet expir’d, and fo they remain fall to be 
contuted. AS thole who conceit that the End of the 
World fhall be when the Pole-ftar fhall come to touch 


the Pole of the Equator, which (fay they) ever fince the 
Lime of Aipparchw:, hath approach’d wearer and nearer 
to it. That i¢ coh to Lam not fatisty’dy but if it doth, 
ibis meerly accidental, and hath no Connexion with the 
End of the World. 

But tho’ none but prefumptuous Per‘ons have under- 
taken peremptorily to determine that Time, yet was it 
the common and receiv’d Opinion and Per{wation of the 
antient Chriftians, that that Day was not tar oif, and 
had they been to limit it, they would hardly have been 
induc’d to fet the Term {fo torward and remote from 
their own Age, as by Experience we find it proves to be 
in their own Times, or fhorttly after: and many Places 
of Scripture feem to favour that Opinions fo that fome 
have prefum’d to fay, that the Apoftles themlelves were 
at firft miftaken in this Particular, ’ci! after tuicher Hu 
mination they were better intorm’d. ut tho’ this be 
roo bold a Coenceit, yet that the Churches, at Jeatt 
(ome of them, did at firft miftake the Apoftles Meanings 
in their Sermons and Epiftles concerning this Point, and 
fo underftand them, as to think that the End of the 
World and final Judgment was at Hand, appears trom 
2 Iheff. 2. 2. Lbefeeck you, Brethren, that ye be not foon 
foaken in Mind, or be trcubled, netiber Ly Spirts, nor by 
Word, nor by Lester, as from us, w that tke Day of Chiff ws 
at Hand, We fee the Apoftle labours co reetify, and for 
the future to prevent this Miftake, ‘Olikewife the Apoiile 
Peter inthe 8:hand oth Verles ot this Chapter, And 
yet this Opinion had taken fo deep Rootin them, that ig 
was not eafy to be extirpated, but continu’d for fome 
Agesinthe Church. Indeed there are fo many Places 
in the New Tefiamen’ which {peak ot the Coming ot 
Chiift as very near, that it we fhould have Jiv’d in thei: 
fine, and underilood them ail as they did, of bis 
coming to judge the World, we could hardly have 
avoided being of the fame Opinion: Bat if we appiy 
them (as Dr. /2mmond doth) to his Coming to take Ven- 
g ance on his Eoemies, then they do noe hinier bue 
hai the Day of Judgment, I mean the general Taudg 
ment, may be far enough off.

atriute to our elves akind of Almighciness, or at leaft 
an Infinite Power; for co a@& and operate out of our 

lves by the Will only, and by a pure bkmoire, is, as 
hith been faid, a true Charaéter of an [nfiaice Force and 
Virtue: And there needs nothing more te make us con- 
ceive, That it is not ac all by our own proper Virtuc 
aaj Force that we move our Bodies, tho’ it may be b 
juc Will: Aad it is unqueftionable, chat the Force and 
Virtue which always moves them at that [nftant when 
we pleafe, cannot be but God himfelf, for that Porc 
and that Virtue is a Force and Vircue which is Almigh 
ty, Immentfe, and acthe fame Time always vigilant and 
atrentive to enlighren our Defires and our Wills to obey 
him exactly : And thereis none but God alone who can 
haveall thefe Characters, and all chefe Attributes of 
Force, of Immentiry, of Infinice Light or Vigilence. 
There is nothing more certain, and we have it by the 
fame unq ieftionable Certainty, That God, who from 
the Occation of the [mpreffions made by the External 
Objetts, or by the Internal Humours upon the Body. 
atts perpetually upon our Souls, to enlighten thein, and 
to affect them with che di.ers Sentiments wherewith they 
are affected, afts alfu perpetually upon our Bodies, for 
to move them upon the Occafion of the Defires, or of 
the Wil! of the Soul , and if ic fhould fo fall our, that 
from this alone fhould refult the Union of our Souls and 
our Bodies, it would be eafy fer us to conceive the Man- 
ner how our Souls are in oir Bodies.
